The Ad- 
miralty has given out all that is known, but 
it does not seem reasonable that they have 
not tad something more definite for their 
own information, but if they have they are 
keeping it carefully concealed. 

Fortunately the Post-QisPATOH is not de- 
pendent on such feeble roes for its infor- 
mation and the whole story will be out in a 
day orso. The papers here are filled with 
speculations, with telegrams of condolence 
from distinguished people, and with matter 
got up in their offices. The Admiralty is 
publishing only the lists of the officers saved 
and officers drowned. The families of the 
common sailors who were on the 
Victoria besfege the doors jof the 
Admiralty offices and the newspaper 
bulletin boardsand wring their hands and 
weep in awful suspense. So anxious are some 
of the papers to convince the public and 

themselves that they are enterprising that

HER FATE DESCRIBED. 


The Victoria's Loss Recalls Arnold-Fors: 
ter’s Interesting Fiction. 


WASHINGTON, D. G., June 24.—The appalling 
calamity which befell the British battle ship 
Victoria has served asa startling reminder 
of a sea tale written soon after that great 
vessel was launched by the well known naval 
expert, H. O. Arnold-Forster, in which he 
gives a supposititious accqunt of a naval 
battle in which he represents himself as 
taking the Victoria, which he called the 


Majestic, into action. Naval officers very 
generally commented to-day upon the fact 
that in this graphic account the Victoria 
should have been described as defeat- 
ing her enemy dy a powerful —

Far under 
neath the water line the protruding ram had 
struck a bow from which no human power 
could save the victim. For a moment all 
was still save for the sound ofthe stretching 
and rending of iron. Then suddenly. with a 
steady but a certain heave, the great ship 
seemed to bow down towards us. To atched 
her for a moment, long enoughto see the 
surface ofthe deck as it showed up with 
the keel of the ship and then I knew no 
more.

CAPITAL. 


A Policeman’s Wife’s Revenge and Its

PARIS, June 24.—There are four casesof a 
disease resembling cholera in the Nicker 


Hospital in this city, Two persons died there | AI 


this week with a similar ailment. Two of 
the sick persons are in danger. The others 
are but slightly affected. The Necker Hos- 
pital is a great institution. A special pavil- 
ion has been prepared for the first cholera 
cases occurring in Paris. It is in charge of 
Dr. Lion Young, the physician who was the 


first to discover the bh bacillus in cholera 
patients in Paris last year. He assured the 


SUNDAY PostT-DIsPATCH correspondent that 
none of the persons he has had under his 
care bas exhibited the Koch bacilli. Only one 
had bacilliat all, and they were not of the 
true Koch variety, It is difficult though to 
identify the bacilli. A woman named Marie 
Barthelmy died in Rue de L’Ouest, a 
poor and decent partof Paris. The local 
doctor who sent her to the hospital declares 
that she presented, unmistakably, every 
symptom of cholera, but he has no time for 
the pursuit of bacilli. The wine and rum 
supplied to the poor and the Seine water are 
always liable to produce cholera, and her 
death, which occurred the day after her ad- 
mission to the hospital, was induced by the 
former, 

The other dead person, also a woman, lived 
on Boulevard Pierre, a clean, healthy street, 
on which is Mme, Bernhardt’s home. It is 
certain that therdééare a considerable number 
of such cases in Paris. A physician of Hotel 
Dieu, also namea Lion, told your correspond- 
ent that he had a patient with genuine Koch 
bacilli, but that the patient recovered. He 
was 30 years old and a boatman who drank a 
quart of Seine water after breakfast. 

The official of the Assistance Publique, ex- 
plaining the preparations’ made for the re- 
ception of cholera cases, omitted mention of 
the four patients in the Necker Hospital, 
though questioned very directly. Two places 
prepared are the pavilion of the Necker 
Hospital with forty-eight beds and the 
Octroi Barrack of Bastion with 36 in the 
fortifications. <A plan has been drawn up 
for placing 1,300 beds in isolated buildings, 
but their location is not made public for fear 
of frightening the neighbors. The same 
secretive official stated that the French law, 
greatiy respecting the rights of the m- 
dividual, does not allow a sanitary authority 
to remove any one suffering from cholera or 
any disease whatever froma private dwell- 
ing. He stoutly declared that he himself 
would refuse to be moved if he had the 
cholera, |

A bare major- 
ty of one vote is not much to rejoice over, 
et the Government organs express content- 
Paent with the result of the voting. In 
zerlin Thursday phenomenal quiet prevailed 
3 the Second District, where a second ballot 
us taken to decide which party would have 
ne seat. 

The National Liberals and Centrists voted 
for Prof. Rudolf Virchow, the candidate of 
‘he Radical People’s party, but the united 
trength of the three parties was not suf- 
iclent to defeat Herr Fisher, the candidate 
at the Social Democrats. Owing to the 
absence from the voting onthe part of the 
Conservatives in the First Berlin District, 
where a re-ballot was also necessary, Dr. 
Langhouse, Richterist, scored the first suc- 
cess yet credited to that partyor faction. Dr. 
Langhouse polled 4,743 votes against 6,479 cast 
for Herr Taetero, who stood in the interest of 
the Social Democratic party.. The success of 
Dr. Langhouse was partly due to the support 
given him by the National Liberals and Cent- 
rists. 

Everywhere the Social Democrats are poll- 
ing their last man, while the coalitions 
against them are irregular and indolent. A 
feature of the campaign has been the ap- 
pearance ofa number of foreign Socialists, 
Oraechs and Austrians, who are assisting the 
canvass of German brethren. 

Freisinnige Zeitung sent out a regiment of 
men carrying sandwiches for the voters of 
the Freisinnige party, and they. were seen 
to-day patrolling the streets in the vicinity 
of polling places. 

The weather in Berlin to-day is sultry. Up 
to 8 o’clock barely 25 per cent o the electors 
had cast their ballots, but after that hour 
hey cameinarolling tide, the workingmen 
(welling the Socialist totals. 

THE VOTE OAST. 

Basing their calculation on the most reliable 
iata, the aggregates of the vote will fall 
hort of the 2,000,000 predicted by the 

wgyerts and the Cologne Gazette. It is 

mated that the vote will show an increase 

. 872,000 over that polled in 1890. The anti- 

mitic vote is calculated at 600,000, being 
#ntimes the number of votes cast by that 
gt tatotal of 940,000, a loss of 
314, 4 since 1890. The enormous in- 
srease in the anti-Semitic vote accounts for 
the fallure of the Socialists to reach the 

figures they expected, the anti-Semitic 
drawing a large proportion of their gains 
from electors who would otherwise have 
voted for Social Democratic candidates. 

The papers now recall how Prince Bis- 
marck favored the anti-Semitic agitation at 
its inception. as asafety valve to the move- 


ment against capitalism. 

Chancellor von Caprivialso, speaking at 
the last session of the Reichstag, said that 
both the anti-Semitic and Socialist streams 
came from a common source. Thef Ver- 
q@aerts, therefore, justly holds that a large 
part of the anti-Semitic Vote ought to be 
placed to the credit of Socialism. 

THE EMPEROR’S SPRECH. 

The speech of Emperor William, opening 
the session of the Reichstag, is awaited with 
much anxiety, as report widens that his 
language will menace a restriction of the 

uffrage. In an interview to-day a promi- 
nent minister said that the Government 
neither anticipated a further dissolution of 
the Reichstag nor any encroachment on the 
suffrage. On the contrary he hoped that an 
entente between the dominant political 
groups would be effected and the army bill 
speedily passed. 3 

Chancellor von Caprivi, Dr. Miquel, Dr. 
Stephan and other political notabilities 
voted for Dr. Langhouse to-day. With this 
decisive example of the Ministers ac- 
tually supporting an opponent of the bill 
rather than to allow a Socialist to triumph, 
the adhesion of electors to the Government

“Snapper’’. Garrison Rides a . Masterly 
Race on the Winner—Chicago’s Big 
Turf Event Develops Something of a 
Surprise—A Orcwd of 75,000 Persons 
Witness the Contest for the $50,000 
Prize—The Horses at the Post for Over 
an Hour and a Halt. 


CuIcaGo, III., June 24.—The richest racing 
prize of the year was won and lost at Wasn- 
ington Park to-day, and J. E. Cushing's 
brown colt Boundless, the representative 
of a poor Western man, with 
Garrison up, defeated the pride 
of Millionaire Keene’s stable, St. Leonards, 
in a grand contest. St. Leonards finished 
second, and R. F. Rose’s Olifford was third. 
Time, 2:36. The winner was 8 to 1 on the 
books, The entire infleld was  cov- 
ered with fashionable equipages. Society 
turned out in coaches, drags, breaks 
and traps of all kinds. The 
club-house veranda was a radiant mass of 
color and the lawn was crowded with mem- 
bers and their guests. The grand stand and 
grounds were packed sociosely that it was 
only with the greatest difficulty one could 
move. Every available inch of space around 
the track was in possession of the crowd, 
The betting ring was a pandemonium, 
There were 150 books doing business, and the 
crush was so terrific that many times the 
bookmakers were forced off their blocks, 
The betting was heavy, especially on the 
Derby. 

Altogether the bookmakers had a good day 
of it. The great crowd paralyzed the trans- 
portation facilities. The Illinois Central at - 
tempted to run express trains, but at20’clock 
a rail broke at Fifty-fifth street and the 
trains were held an hour. Nearly all

DEATH OF MRS. KAINZ. 


A Native of St. Louis Whe Wasa Beauty 
and a Brilliant Writer. 


New York, June 2#4.—The eminent German 
tragedian, Josef Kainz, who played here last 
season, has just lost his talented wife, Sarah 
Hutsler Kainz, whose sudden death was an- 
nounced by a private cable dispatch received 
this afternoon, She uns born in St. Louis 
on March 22, 1854, and was the only 
daughter of J. J. Valentine, for 
many years a well-known banker and broker 
of New York. His widow, Mrs. Valentine, 
stilllives here. Asa girl Mrs. Valentine was 
noted for brilliancy and beauty. She was a 
natural linguist. At the age of 16 she mar- 
ried a st. Louis physician, who died shortly 
afterward. Several years later she married 
Lewis Hutzler, a weli-Known Mound City 
politician and journalist. Two children were 
born from this union, one a boy studying 
medicine in Germany, and the other 
a daughter, Rose, who has just 
made a successful debut as an actress 
in Berlin. During Mrs. Hutgler’s life in St, 
Louis she first came into notice through cor- 
responding 8 for Eastern and 
Western newspapers. lve years after her 
second marriage she separated from Mr. 
Hutsler, afterwards obtaining a divorce, 
She then crogeed the water with her children 
and made her home in Berlin. She soon be- 
came known thereasan author and play- 
wright, and by a collection of sketches 
called ‘‘Young America“ she earned the title 
of ‘‘the Female Bret Harte. The 
exclusied circles of Berlin society 
were at once opened to the fascinating 
writer. She became the friend of Countess 
Von Walderseé, wife of the distinguished 
German General. Some of the most brilliant 
men of the capital sought her hand in vain. 

Her meeting with the young tragedian, 
Josef Kainz, was most romantic. He 
had just arrived in Berlin after his quar- 
rel with the eccentric King Ludwig II. of Ba- 
varia, whose protege and friend he had been 
tor several years. His first appearance in 
the German capital was in his wonderful 
impersonation of Schiller’s ‘‘Don Carlos. 

In the fashionable audience was his fature 
wife sitting ina box. The young actor saw 
only her, played for one fair face alone, and 
at the close of the second act he rushed into 
the box, threw himself on his knees before 
her and begged her to become his inspira- 
tion. She was noted not only for her wit and 
beauty, Dut also for her —＋ 2 Her 
resemblance to Sara Bernhardt was generally 
re marked. Her greatest ambition ot late 
had been to arrange and carry out a theat- 
rical tour of the American cities with ber 
husband and daughter as stars. Twoof her 
brothers hve in New York, Dr. Ferd C. Val- 
entine, physician, litterateur and linguist, 
and Lincoln Valentine, editor of the Spanish 
monthly, Zl Americano. Her other brother, 
Washington 8. Valentine, is in Honduras.

NO EXTENUATING CIRCUMSTANCES. 


The refusal of the Macon County (Il.) 
Grand-jury to indict the lynchers who 
hanged the negro Sam Bush a few weeks 
ago places that community in a bad light. 
The people of Illinois have been noted for 
their law abiding qualities and their deyo- 
tion to public order. The State is thickly 
settled, the police and the courts efficient 
and all the conditions are favorable to a 
prompt and thorough execution of the 
laws. Every protection known to civiliza- 
tion is thrown around the citizen and 
when a wrong is done punishment is cer- 
tain. And yet mob law was substituted 
for the ordinary procedure of justice. 
Judge Lynch has assumed jurisdiction and 
the regularly constituted authorities abdi- 
cate in his favor. 

Mob law, swift, irregular, impulsive and 
pitiless, may be explained, though not ap- 
proved, in communities where courts can- 
not be depended upon to do justice and 
where circumstances conspire to aid crim- 
inals in committing offenses against the 
person and then help him to escape. But 
the people of Illinois cannot enter any such 
plea in extenuation. The murder of Sam 
Bush was coolly calculated, deliberately 
afranged and carried out in the heart of a 
large town and in presence of the officers 
whose duty the lynchers usurped, The 
hanging was a plain violation of law for 
which there is no excuse, and if the case is 
suffered to drop the reputation of the State 
will suffer from a stigma which cannot 
soon be obliterated. 

Judge Vail should be sustained by the 
whole community in his determination to 
obtain an indictment and trial. The peo- 
ple of Decatur and Macon County in par- 
ticular cannot afford to let the matter 
drop. 3 

A NAVAL OBJECT LESSON. 


The loss of H. M. S. Victoria is a tre- 
mendous naval obſeet- lesson not only to 
England, but to the United States, whose 
new navy—on general principles at least 
follows more or less closely the English 
example. That this lesson will not be 
thrown away upon the English Govern- 
ment, is certain, and if we are wise it will 
have a healthy effect upon our own. 

The Victoria represented the latest and 
most approved type of battle ship; en- 
gines of 14,000 horse power, driving twin 
screws; compound armor of 16 to 
18 inches in thickness, bulkheaded 
throughout, carrying fifteen guns, ranging 
110 tons to five, with a gross tonnage of 
10,470. To illustrate the difference be- 
tween the old regime of naval construction 
andthe new it maybe mentioned that 
Nelson’s flagship, the historic Victory 
(built in 1765 and still in fairly good pres- 
ervation in Portsmouth harbor) has a ton- 
nage of only 2,162. She is a ‘*three- 
decker, designed to carry 104 guns, 
ranging from long 32-pounders to short 
12s, witha few 68-pound carronades for 
close quarters. The metal weight of one 
of her broadsides of single-shotted guns is 
1,104 pounds, while a single gun (110 tons) 
of the Victoria throws a _ projec- 
tile of 1,800 pounds; and the Vic- 
tory’s broadside requires only 325 pounds 
of powder, while the Victoria’s must have 
not less than 8, 000 pounds! Yet the broad - 
side which the Vietory gave the French 
ship Bucentaur, at the battle of Trafelgar, 
dismounted twenty of the latter’s guns 
and killed and wounded 400 of her officers 
andmen. It is doubtful whether the Vic- 
toria could do any better work than this in 
as short a time; though, of course, Nel- 
son’s ship would be no match tor the ill- 
fated vessel in which Sir George Tryon 
and so many of his brave men went down. 

But while nobody doubts the superi- 
ority of the new battleships as 
fighting machines, very many peo- 
ple are inclined to believe’ that 
this superiority is counterbalanced by

Bad seamanship | 
will not account for this altogether, when 
we remember that the manceuvers of the 


accidents; though they had only sails to 
depend upon, while their modern success- 
ors have the invaluable aid of 
steam. It is bad steering that is 
to blame for the most of these 
collisions; and the fault does not 
lie with the men atthe wheel, but is due | 
mainly, if not entirely, to the material 
and model of the ship itself—and the 
larger theship the harder to handle. 

The lesson of the Victoria disaster is 
that war vessels may be, and are, many of | 
them, so large as to be at once clumsy and 
unsafe; and that smaller and lighter ships 
have decided advantages over the big | 
ones, 
much stress is laid nowadays, the Camper- 
down’sram seems to have gone through 
the 16-18-inch iron of the Victoria as it it 
had been so much cardboard. 

For a great many years we went too slow 
in naval matters, butis it not barely pos- 
sible that just now we are goinga little too 
fast? Atany rate if American naval au- 
thorities do not have open eyes, ears and 
minds to all that the loss of the Victoria 
has to teach them, we shall certainly have, 
sooner or later, an equally terrible naval 
object leason of our own,

The camp will be kept 
full to its limits and every effort will be 
made to provide for as many of the needy 
as possible. 

An organization of ladies will look after 
the recipients of the charity from the time 
they leave their city homes until they ar- 
rive at Piasa. In cases of necessity the 
preparations for the transfer of the moth- 
ers and children will be made by these 
ladies themselves so that those who need 
help before they can start will not be neg» 
lected. 

Physicians are requested to report any 
cases coming under their observation, 
which they deem worthy, either to the 
Post-DisPatoH or to the Captain of the 
police district in which the needy family 
resides. It is desired to make this relief 
work as complete as possible, and the co- 
operation of all classes and professions will 
be gratefully received.

THE M’KIBBEN MYSTERY. 

The McKibben poisoning mystery gives 
promise of developing into as celebrated a 
case as that of the Borden murder mys- 
tery. In this case the crime must be 
established, which was not necessary in 
the Fall River mystery, but as far as the 
preliminary investigation has gone it sug- 
gests the Borden murder in the fact that 
the crime, if there is crime, is of a pecul- 
iarly shocking nature in that it involved 
a double assassination, one of which 
is parricidal, and suspicious circum- 
stances indicate the guilt of a 
young woman. The crime of which 
Maud McKibben is suspected, while not so 
brutal in method,is more revolting than 
that of which Lizzie Borden was accused, 
because it contemplated both parricide and 
fratricide of a cold-blooded and wholesale 
kind. 

The most striking similarity of the two 
cases, however, lies in the character 
of the evidence against the sus- 
pects as far as the inquiry has | 
reached in the McKibben mystery. In 
both cases the accusation rests upon sus- 
picious circumstances, not upon actual 
evidence. This similarity should warn 
the law officers to be extremely careful to 
avoid the mistake made in the Borden 
case. It is a common mistake. When-

» Ex-Senator Edmunds joins the Bourbons of 
his party in holding that the American 
people are fools by more than 1,500,000 ma- 
jority. 

He attributes the disturbed financial con- 
dition of the country to popular distrust of 
the Democratic party; that is to say, to the 
people's distrust of themselves. 

Inasmuch asthe financial disturbance be- 
gan under the Harrison Administration, 
during which the country made a net loss of 
$122,000,000 in gold by export, saw a surplus 
revenue of $100,000,000 converted into a de- 
ficiency, and encountered the menace of a 
silver law which depleted the Treasury of its 
gold, the Senator’s apportionment of blame 
reminds one of the wolf’s fixing of the fauit 
for the roiled brook, in the old fable.

the Duke of Veragua tried to launch a 
bull enterprise at Chicago on 
the same lines as the one he organized in 
the Rue Pergolese at Paris during the Inter - 
national Exposition there in 1889. If ‘this be 
true, he certainly selected an exceedingly 
inappropriate moment for his attempt to in- 
troduce this brutal pastime into North Amer - 
ica. Within a week after his arrival on the 
shores of Lake Michigan the various tau- 
romachic properties of the big bull ring with 
which his name was associated in the French 
capital were put up at auction for the benfit 
of the numerous creditors of the unfortunate 
concern, ‘The bull-ring in the Rue Pergolese 
was built in 1888 by a committee or syndl- 
cate of Spanish land-owners interested 
in the raising of fighting bulls. All went 
well during exhibition months, and so pros- 
perous dia the affair appear that the Duke 
had no difficulty in turning the concern into 
a joint stock company. The latter, nowever, 
found itself from the very outset heavily 
welghted by a number of obligations, includa- 
ing an engagement to purchase all bulls re- 
quired for thearena fromthe Duke of Ver- 
aguaata very large and excessive price. 
The result was that the company became 
bankrupt, whereupon the fact was brought 
to light that the stockholders were almost 
exclusively Parisians, the original syndicate 
of Spanish grandees, with the Duke of Ver- 
agua at their head, having taken the precau- 
tion of quietly unloading their ‘holdings be - 
fore failure became imminent,

HOW IVES BEAT F ROBERTS. 


The Billiard Match in Which Uncle Sam 
Got the Better of John Bull. 

The recent defeat in London of John O. 
Roberst, champion billiard player of England, 
by Frank C. Ives, champion of America, has 
been treated with a great deal of silence by 
the press of Great Britain. In fact, the ac- 
counts of the match ih British newspapers 
have been so meager that it is almost impos- 
sible to gam from them an idea of 


just what took place beyond the bare fact 
that Mr. Roberts was defeated. The average 
Englishman detests defeat of any kind about 
as much as the average man dislikes poison 
and for this reason is not what is regarded 
here as a true sport, a man who can take de- 
feat gracefully. The English comments go 
to show that Roberts was by far the greater 
sufferer from the conditions which gov- 
erned the match, and one paper 
remarks that he had about as much 
chance of winning as 1 he had 
pares blindfolded and with one arm tied 

his back. It alsostated,in a rather 
sneering way, that Ives’s method of playing 
was very uninteresting, and that he should 
have made more open ‘table shots, in order 
to please the spectators. It was very irk- 
some for these English sportsmen to be 
obliged to sit idly by and behold the 
gaunt Mr. Ives close int after point 
until he had made a run of 2,500, while their 
pet champion, who had never looked into 
the face of defeat, had to content himself 
with breaks of 200 and 300. It was es lally 
irksome when it is remembered that these 
sportsmen had placed their money on 
Roberts at the odds of 8 to 1. 

There can be no — 9 — that little was 
gained from the match beyond imparting to 
the Englishmen a knowledge of the French 
and American game. The day is 9 
not far distant when this game will 
adopted in England tothe exclusion of the 
present absurd and old-fashioned method of 

laying ona table of about the size of a 

rn door fitted with minute pockets, 
with very small balls, and cues with 
tips a little larger than that of a blunt pin.

No other London 
club possesses g0 Giversitied a mombership 
in station, vocation and views; but as it rep- 


resents the concentration of all opposition to 


Toryism, though it comprises at times almost 
countless factional elements, its wealth, 
strength and permanency has been re- 
markable. 

The building is in the pure Italian style, 
massive, rich and simple. The central hall, 
open from finor to dome and surrounded by 
massively colonnaded galleries, is one of the 
richest and most stately interiors in En- 
gland. A splendid staircase leads to the 
upper gallery, which opens tothe principal 
apartments ot the club. The coffee-room oc- 
copies the beautiful garden front on Cariton 
House terrace; and the drawing-room, 
which runs the entire length of the building., 
ig just above. One of the galleries of the 
central hall is filled with full length portraits 
of the heroes of reform, and the other pos- 
sesses magnificent frescoes illustrating the 
fine arts; while the statuary, the richest and 
most frequent in any London club- house, im- 
mortalizes the great leaders like Cobden, 
Bright, Palmerston, Russell and Gladstone. 
There is only one just appellative to use 
when speaking of every feature of this great 
club: That is, magnificent, Both the Cariton 
and the Reform are famous for their cuisines 
and chefs, and the Reform is said to have the 
most famous public wine cellar in Europe. 

With the extraordinary prestige, wealth 
and influence of both these clubs, and a 
limited membership-—for instance, the Carl- 
ton ig limited to 1,400 members and the Re- 
form to 1,400—‘‘overfiow clubs’’ were a nat - 
ural. sequence, With the Carlton, which 
conteins the bluest blood in England, death 
vacancies are the only means of securing en- 
trance. Men wait from twenty to thirty 
yeara for admission, save in cases where 
some great leader of the Tories dies, when 
his heir is usually elected to uli the vacancy. 
The Junior Oarlton was consequently estab. 
lished as a chapel of ease Zor the Cariton, 
and the National Liberal, with the same re- 
lation to the Reform. The former has a 
membership of 32,10, and the lat 
ter, with its aplendid establish- 
ment overlooking the Thames, has 
accommodations for 7,000 members. 
There are also, with Conservative or Tory 
affiliations, the Conservative, Oity Cariton, 
National, City Conservative, St. Stephen's, 
Beaconsfielé and the Constitutional; while 
among those taking the Reform as their 
leader and model and possessing various 
phases of Liberal sympathies, are Brook's, 
National Liberal, Cobden, City Liberal and 
the Devonsbire.

There isalarge number of thoroughly en- 
joyable clubs in London, some of them really 
famous, which have Drought socially togeth- 
er strictly professional people, or men of 
means who are liberal patrons of the arts. In 
the main their frequenters are persons who 
have really accomplished something; men 
who as authors, journalists, actors, artists, 
singers, and even in law and physic, are pro- 
gressive, ambitious, independent; in fact, 
the genuinely cultivated gentlemen of Lon- 
don. These clubs do not always possess pala- 
tial establishments; entrance fees and annual 
subscriptions are not equal to ordinary in- 
comes; and their exclusiveness does not com- 
prise questions of blood, title, political opin- 
ion or wealth. In these, I believe, exist in a 
greater degree those true and laudable prin- 
ciples which are the life ana preservation of 
genuine club association than in all other 
great clubs of London combined. 

I refer to such clubs as the Garrick, Green 
Room, Savage, Arundel, Lyric and Beefsteak, 
The latter unique little club, ‘which has its 
home over Toole’s Theater, sprang out of the 
Honorable Society of Beefsteaks, in the old 
beefsteak room of the Lyceum Theater, 
which still exists, and is used by Irving for 
his exquisite private dinner parties. The

It also has an annex called the 
Lyric Club at Barnes, on- Thames, from 
which boat racing and other river fetes can 
be witnessed. The Lyric is a dramatic and 
musical club, with nearly 3,000 members. 
Perhaps 10 per cent of these are actors, 
Lord Londesborough, Fred Cowen and Sir 
Arthur Sullivan are members. 

The well-known Savage Club, literary and 
artistic, which interchanges privileges with 
the Lotos Clubof New York, has about 700 
members, about 500 of whom are leading 
London actors who are also members of the 
Green Room Club. It had its origin twenty- 
four years ago in a public house near Drury 
Lane Theater. Sincethen it has wandered 
to Haxel’s Hotel, thence to the Savoy, and 
finally tothe Adelphi Terrace, overlooking 
the Thames. 

The Garrick, in Garrick street, Coven 
Garden, venerable, rich, stately, mellow and 
grand, has no membership limitations as to 
profession. Perhapsno more than twenty- 
five actors are at present among its mem- 
bers, although all London managers of any 
prominence are upon its rolls, It undoubt- 
edly possesses the most valuable collection 
of souvenirs and paintings relating to the 
stage and its most famous representatives of 
any association or institution in the world, 

Indeed the Garrick is a perfect museum of 
art treasures, You can read upon its walis 
the entire history of the English stage. Har- 
low, Hayman, Zoffney, De Wilde, Cotes and 
Dance are all represented tn priceless ex- 
amples. There are several Hogarths. 
Though not the largest, it is the most exqule 
sitely beautiful club-house in London; and 
its club-life, genial, dignified, almost drea:a- 
ful, is positively ideal. 

The Green Room Club in Bedford street, 
which had its origin about fourteen years 
ago from disagreements in the Junior Gar- 
rick and the Arundel Clubs, is the real act- 
ors’ club of London. Itis already one of the 
wealthiest of its small clubs and owes its 
great success to the administration of its 
honorary secretary, George Denacher,ja gen- 
tleman of ample means, a genuine art lover, 
with boundless sympathies for actors and 
their profession, Persons in all the liberal 
arts are admitted to membership, but no 
active manager can become a member. —— 
he was formerly an actor of good standing. 
Pinero and Lord Carton, dramatists, Farjeon, 
the author, and Charles Dickens, editor and 
author, aud son of the great novelist, are 
among its members.

I think their hospitality to well 
accredited persons from other lands is less 
effusive than that common in American 
clubs; but once extended it is genuine and 
worth something to the recipient. The Eng- 
lish ciub ts more the home of its member. He 
is more particular whom he entertains’. But 
all else aside, London clubmanor stranger 
never finds more true enjoyment and snug, 
genial, all- enveloping comfort than within 
the almost cathedral quiet and the home-like 
warmth than of the average London club.

under the St. Louis decision to impose the 
tax. Thecompanies gave notice that they 
would take the case tothe Court of Appeals. 
Should the city be sustained it will not only 
give a handsome revenue but will also bene- 
fit by the cutting away of many of the poles 
which the company can well do without,

HIS HITTING ALMOST SAVES THE DAY 
FOR THE HOME TEAM. 


He Oould Not Win the Game by Himself, 
However, and So the Browns Lost— 
Hawley. Still Wild—The Record of 
Games Played Elsewhere—Base Ball 
Briefs. 


The third game of the present St. Louls- 
Loulsville series was piayed inthe presence 
of an unusually good Saturday crowd at 
Sportsman’s Park yesterday afternoon and 
the visitors won with three runs to spare. 
The Browns had matters going their own 
way until the eighth inning when Hawley’s 
wildness, which enabled two of the visitors 
to get their bases on balls, combined with a 
wild throw of Capt. Quinn, resulted in two 
runs being scored. Inthe closing inning two 
safe hits, a double aad a base on balls were 
responsible for Louisville making three more 
runs, YoungJames Bannon, the Browns’ 
new outfielder, made bis initial appearance 
in this city and carried off the honors 
ofthe game. His pairof three-baggers, bot h 
of which were ‘‘hummers,’’ were responsi- 
bie for the two runs scpred by Capt. Quinn’s 
men, He made the first in the fourth in- 
ning, with Tommy Bowd on second, and 
Tommy lost no time n registering. In the 
eighth inning, the same onein which the 
visitors started in to more, Dowd got on first 
on balls, stole second and scored once more 
when Bannon slashed out another triple in 
deep right, almostthe same spot where the 
firstone dropped. The timely and terrific 
manner in which the youngster made con- 
nections with the sphere was entirely unex- 
pected by the spectators, and they grew en- 
thusiastic over his good work. The Browns 
have themselves to blame for losing the 
contest, Hawley especially. He went all to 
pieces entirely, when the opposition put 
on a bold front and started in evidently to 
save a shut out only. He commenced to 
give them first on balls right and left and 
carelessly let a throw from Gunson get away 
from him. Quinn’s wild throw then followed 
and the beginning of the end was com- 
menced. 

The Browns came mighty near registering 
in the second, when Glasscock secured his 
base on balls and was advanced to second 
and third dy sacrifices. Quinn, however. 
was unequal to the job of batting Jack in. In 
the third they came near scoring again, 
when Gunson hit safely past short, went to 
second on Hawley’s sacrifice and was ad- 


vanced to third by Crooks’ fly to Stratton, 
which was muffed. He was caught at the 
plate, however, While endeavoring to score 
on Brodie’s short hitto center, which Brown 
thréw in splendidly, 

Gunson, Hawley and Brodie made connec- 
tions to first safely in the fifth inning, 
but were unabietoget past second, With 
two out in the last inning Crooks recelveda 
base on balls, but Brodie flew out to Pfeffer.

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SWEEPER THEOLOGY. 


A Curious Sect in India Which Ob- 
serves Strange Customs. 
From the Times of India. 

Among the yet unsolved problems of Indian 
ethnology, and one that the census has anly 
dealt with to make confusion worse con- 
founded, is the religion of the sweeper caste, 
It seems clear enough through allthe con-

A ROMANCE OF LAW. 


The Story Back of an Order Issued by a 
New York Court. 


New YorK, June 24.—Justice Truax of the 
Supreme Court has handed down a decision 
ordering that Frederick William Sowden be 
allowed to redeem the property at No. 323 
East Twenty-fourth street, now held under 
foreclosure proceedings by Wm. Earle, and 
gives Sowden six months within which to 
pay off the mortgages. 

John Sowden died at Hicksville, L. I., June 
5, 1873, leaving a will datea the day before 
his death. In his will he said that his real 
name was John Casper Ruttinger, and that 
before he came to this country in 1863 he had 
lived in London under his own name. A 
woman, whose maiden name was Charlotte 
Mitchell, had lived with him ashis wife for 
twelve years before his death both in London 
and in this country. She passed 
as Mrs. John Sowden and had two 
children by ‘him, Frederick William Sowden, 
now 22 years old, and Charlotte 
Sowden. To this reputed wife he left all his 
perso nal property, and created a trust for 
his real estate, appointing as trustees Robt. 
Ray and Thos. W. Little, Secretary of the 
Metropolitan Savings Bank. He willed that 
the income of the trust was tobe paid dur- 


ing her lite to Charlotte Sowden, the elder. 
At her death, or in case she married, her in- 
terest was to revert to her two children. It 
Was also provided that when the children 
attained their majority they were to have 
the principal absolutely. In case the chil- 
dren died before their mother, or before 
reaching the age of 21 without issue, 
or in case the mother married, the property 
was to goto his legal wife, Cecilia Rut - 
tinger, who was living in London when the 
will was made end had three children, Mary, 
Oharles and Cecil. 
Charlotte Mitchell Sowden became the wife 
- Of Wm. Henry Duryea on May 15, 1875. At 
the present time he is the Coroner and she 18 
the tmistress of Hicksville. Before his 
death, John Snowden mortgaged his prop- 
erty at No. 822 Eost ENB fourth street to 
Wm. P. Earle for $16,000, in two mortgages. 
The first mortgage for 15,000 bore date of 
1871, and the second for 51, 000 
pt. 27, 1872. Earle began 
foreclosure proceedings in 1876, and served 
@ summons on Mrs. Duryea and ‘ten trustees. 
He neglected, however, to serve a sum- 
mons on Fred Wm. Sowden, in whom 
the propert y was vested from ‘the time of 
his mother’s marriage to Duryea. By due 
ess of law Earle entered into possession 
of the property in December, 1876. A yearago 
Frederick William Sowden became of age 
and at once brought sult against Karle look- 
ing totheredemption of the property. In 
making his decision Judge Truax says that 
Karlie must render an accounting toa ref- 
eree as to the rents and income received 
from the property since 1876. The value of

DIED SHORTLY AFTER. 


The Death of a Fifth Only a Question of 
a Short Time—The Blame for the Disas- 
ter Placed on the Engineer—Did Not 
Blow His Whistle Early Exough— 
Casualties. 


New Tonk, June 24.—The 3:15 p. m. train 
from Jersey Cityon the Newark branch of 


Avondale Station at (o' clock this afternoon. 
The carriage contained Mrs, Williams of 
Sumner avenue, Newark, her 12-year-old 
daughter, Mrs. Druettof Belleville avenue, 
Newark, and hertwo children, a boy, aged 
about 8 years, anda girl, agéd about 5 years. 
The three children were instantly Killed. 
The little boy’s head was almost cut in half 
and Mrs. Druett was carried to the Dank 
alongside the track and died within a few 
minutes. Mrs. Williams is unconscious. and 
itis feared she is injured internally. Her 
death is only a question of minutes. The 
blame for the disaster is said to lie entirely 
with the engineer. Mr. Williams is Superin- 
tendent of the Metropolitan Insurance Co. 
of Newark. The engineer aid not blow his 
whistle until the train was within fifty feet 
of the Washington avenue crossing, at least 
that was the statement made by all eye- 
witnesses. The carriage was struck almost 
inthe center. The horses escaped injury. 
The bodies of the little children were fright- 
fully mangled. The party inthe carriage 
was going out for a drive inthe country. 
Dr. Wrightson, the Coroner, has been sum- 
moned to the scene. 


SEVEN MEN HURT BY AN EXPLOSION. 
MANHATTAN Brach, Coney Island, June 24.— 
At 1:40 this afternoon un explosion occurred 
in Paine’s Amphitheater which was to open 
to-night with a representation of the Battle 
of Vicksburg. Seven men were injured, one 

perhaps fatally. The injured are: 1 
Joseph Purcell, 30 years old, married, of 
48 Fifth avenue, Brooklyn; face partially 
blown off, arms and legs badly bruised and 
burned. He was taken to Flatbush Hospital 


and will probably die. 

Jas. Egan, 17 years old; bruised about legs 
and body and sent home. 

Henry Henderson, aged 25; — durned 
about face and arms; sent to hos pit al. 

Joseph Lawlor, 80 years old; badly Durned 
about arms; sent to hospital. 

Frank Beh, 23 years old; badly injured; 
sent home. 

Sydney Hammo of Sheepshead Village; 
bruised about the body by flying missiles; 
sent home. 

Purcell, Henderson and Lawlor were load- 
ing an iron bomb abouta foot square with 
explosive paste orclay. Purcell stood over 
the bomb witha rammer, packing the ex- 
plosive into the iron casing. Without warn- 
ing it exploded, blowing him into the street 
nearly a rod away. Henderson and Lawior, 
who were standing within a few feet of the 
bomb, were knocked nearly the same dts- 
tance ‘away. The others were standing about 
fifteen feet away. their backs turned to the 
bomb. They received their injuries by being 
struck by flying pieces. All were green 
hands at the business, and it is believed 
they were ignorant of the dangerous au ties 
they were performing. The ‘concussion 
sounded like a cannon and greatly fright- 
ened allwho were onthe beach.

the penitentiary possessed no features 
conducive to reformation, but quite to 
the contrary. The statements made 
‘by Sprague, who styled himself a victim of 
penitentiary potentates’ brutality, were of 
such a character that an investigation seems 
warranted.

Probably no other convict possesses a bet- 
ter idea anda greater horror of the solitary 
department than J. B. Johnson, a white 
man, who has to serve outa term ot twenty 
two years, Johnson is an intelligent man, 
and about the only solitary prisoner who ts 
not put down as a crank. Johnson burglar- 
ized a hotel in Shelby County, Mo., and got 
twelve years for the crime. He afterward 
got into a conspiracy, which resulted 
in the burning down of one of the shops. For 
this crime he and his co-conspirators were 
taken out and upon a plea of guilty each was 
sentenced toten years additional.

ous B. Gibson Files Suit for Services— 
Other Cases. 


John B. Gibson filed suit yesterday against 
the Perfect Fire Extinguisher ahd Manufact- 
uring Co., the.-Meyrose Lamp Co., Benj. 
Kimball and Jos. F. Waugler for moneys 
which ne claims are due him for services as a 
general manager or the Perfect Co. Gib- 
son alleges that ih November, 1890, he was 
engaged by the Perfect Cao, to introduce a 
fire extinguisher, the patents for which were 
held by his employers: The appliances were 
of special benefit to railroad companies, and 
the plaintiff alleges, have since been exten- 
sively used in the Pullman cars, In Novem- 
der, 1890, in December, 1890, and in February, 
1891, Gibson alleges that he made contracts 
with his employers, whereby he was to re- 
ceive a specified salary and a commission 
on whatever should be realized over 
and above the list prices. Gibson states that 
he received his salary and expenses until 
May 15, 1891, when Meyrose, the Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Perfect Co. informed him that 
his services were no longer required. But 
he continued to receive commission ,accruing 
under contract No. 2 until Apri! 25, 1803, when 
Meyrose refused to pay him further com- 
missions because Meyrose claimed Gibson’s 
contract was illegal. Gibson alleges in his 

~~~ that after the refusal of Meyrose 
pay aim his commissions he 
— that the Perfect Co. had assigned to 
Meyrose all of its contracts and property, 
which he was to possess for five years, to- 
gether with the right to manufdcture and 
sellthe fire extinguisher in consideration of 
82% cents royalty on each extinguisher made 
and sold. The piaintiff alleges that he never 
consented to the contract, and that he is led 
to believe that the defendants have come 
into ssession of the Perfect 
Co. are gee to evade 
their obligations to he plaintif? 
and to retain the assets of the company for 
the sole enjoyment of the revenues and in 
older to place the plaintiff without remedy. 
He prays for an accounting to determine the 
amount of commissions due him, and if nec- 
essary to protect his rights for the appoint- 
ment of a receiver. He also asks for an 
examination of the affairs of the Perfect Co. 
in order to determine who are the stock- 
holders.

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“GEOGRAPHY OF CRIME 


Fixed Conditions Which Lead to Murder 
and Suicide in Certain Countries. 


Written for the SUNDAY POst-DISPATCH. 

For the first time an attempt has been 
made abroad to compile criminal statistics 
according to geographical latitades and 
conditions, and the experiment has proven 
very interesting in its results. 

The best material that could be found, 
which furnishes incontrovertible proof, ts 
the crime of suicide based on geographical 
conditions. The geographical center of the 
suicidal mania is Saxony, whicli yields an 
enormous ciop—400 cases to every million in- 
habitants. Among all the civilized States, 
Germany rolls up the greatest number, an 
average of 220 to every million souls. The 
other countries range in the following suc- 
cession: France, Austria, Belgium, England, 
Italy and Russia. The smallest number of 
suicides occurs in the country where there 
is most oppression and most suffering—the 
Emerald Isle. Denmark on the other hand 
furnishes a strikingly large percentage of 
self-inflicted murder. 

Prof. Oettinger in his moral statistics’’ 

ys down the following geographical illus- 

ation bearing on suicide: 

„From all sides of the compass, according 
© its lesser or greater distance from the 
Saxon center, arises the colossal suicide 
mountain range of Germany. From the Sar- 
matic plain in Russia, where the suicide per- 
centage falls below 80, the crime increases 
in number as it nears the heart of Germany. 
In the provinces of the east sea the number 
runs up to 4, in eastern and western Prussia 
its quota is almost 100, in Brandenburg it is 
200, in the Saxon provinces from 230 to 240 
[higher than in all the other Prussian states] 
reaching its maximum in the Kingdom of Sax- 
ony itself—400.”’ 

The same conditions prevailon the West- 
ern approach. The Rhenish provinces, in 
common with the Belgian tier, produce from 
from 60 to 66 cases to each 1,000, 000 souls, West- 
phalia, 70; Hanover, 100; Thurin ia, as it 
gravitates toward Saxony, 800. The same 

roportion holds for the South, while 
farther north, in Sleswig- Holstein and Den- 
mark, a sort of independent mountain ran 
with a second gravitation center seems to 
have formed. 

The southern regions, Austria and Bavaria, 
are uncer the baneful influence oi Saxony. 
The average in Bavaria is 100, further south 
it is barely 70, while in the northern provinces 
of Bavaria, as they border Saxony, the num- 
ber in¢reases to 150 and 160. 

Austria, aside from the infectious sur- 
roundings of Vienna and Lower austria, fur- 
nishes an average of 130 suicides to 1. 000, 000 
people, but in the provinces which approa 
Saxony this number fhcreases rapidly 
150 in Maheren, 180 in Bohemia an 
Silesia, while in the Tyrol, Carinthia, 4 
— yorariberg the number declines to 90 
an

After dinner 
he returned to New York in company with 
Frank Conway, whom he met by accident at 
the railroad station. At 4 o’clock he left 
Conway at the corner of West and Liberty 
streets, saying only: Well, I’ve got to go 
up town. l 5 

He has not been seen since. Some of his 
friends thought he had gone te Troy, 
but this theory is upset by  dis- 
patches from that city. Curtis and 
his wife had lived in Bayonne a little more 
than a year. Their evenings were usually 
spent together and Mrs. Curtis often played 
on the plano for her husband until late in 
the evening. They seemed so devoted. a 
couple that their happiness was a matter of 
remark among the neighbors. Mrs. Ourtis 
had male visitors, but not so many as to at- 
tract attention, save on one occasion. That 
was on Tuesday, June 15, one week before 
the supposed suicide of the wife was discov- 
ered. On the morning of that day three men 
visited her. A newly appointed detective on 
the Bayonne police named Edward Griffin 
was on the lookout for second-story thieves, 
and after the men had left Mrs. Curtis’ flat 
he asked her who they were. Mrs. Curtis re- 
plied according to one version that they 
were friends of hers,and that beyond that 
fact the visit was no business of Grimu's. 
According to another version she replied that 
one of them was an insurance agent and an- 
other was a rich man who was smitten with 
her and that she guessed she would run away 
with him when she was tired of 
Bayonne. Unless there was a quarrel 
in the Curtis flat on Thursday night, and 
something happened which made the wife 
afraid of her husband there seems no ex- 
planation of her flight and probable suicide.

GRIPPE AND GUN SHOT WOUNDS. 


Incisted Fullets ‘Said to Render One Sub- 
ject to the Russian Complaint. 


Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT- DISPATCH. 

That gun shot wounds that are perfectly 
healed, can aftera period of several years 
become the source of great pain, in spite of 
the normal function of all the organs, has 
often been demonstrated. These attacks are 
accompanied by infammation of the perios- 
tenum and abscesses. They are due tothe 
presence of foreign bodies in the tissues, or 
make themselves felt in consequence of in- 
fectious diseases, such as influenza, etc. 

M. Verneull, a noted French physician, 
cites a man who had been woundedjduring the 
1870 war. ‘The bullet grazed the thigh bone. 
It took several years beforethe wound was 
declared perfectly healed. In 1885 the man 
fell froma horseand theinjured spot was 
again hurt. An abcess formed, a fragment 
of the bone came with it, and two months 
later he was again in perfect health. Last 
winter this same person was assailed with la 
grippe while living ina place where several 
people were suffering with it. During the 
progress of that disease, which was ay vi- 
rulent, a new and terrible abcess was found 
to have formed in the same place where the 
wound had been received over twenty years 
ago.

AFRICAN EXPLORATION. 


Delcommune, the Traveler, Tells of His 
Discoveries in the Dark Continent. 


M. Délcommune, who, with his surviving 
companions, has just arrived in Belgium, has 
issued a summary of his discoveries. The 
London Temes says they complete those of 
Livingstone, Cameron and Stanley to the 
north, and of Reichardt, Capello and Ivens to 
the south, comprising as they dothe sources 
of the Congo and the course of its principal 
afluents. 

The Congo issues from a chain of mountains, 
which extends from the shores of the south- 


ern extremity of the Tanganyika Lake to the 
extreme north of the Nyassa. It forms in 
those countries a river called the Tcham- 
besi, “discovered in the course of 
last century by a Portuguese 
eler, Lacerda, and forms the 
affiuentof Lake Ban guelo. The waters of 
the Banguelo descend from a heightt. of 1,100 
meters into Lake Moero, 900 meters above 
the aoe of the sea, by means of the River 
Lua pala, 800 kilometers long, which is a suc- 
cess of rapids.

President Cleveland Fully Informed of 
the Opinion of Members — He Moves 
aud Will Make No Mis- 

take—How the Next House Will Be

wasnmoron, D. C., June %.—Con 
man Fitch of New York, who bas deed in 
Washington to-day with Postmaster Dayton 
looking after department matters of interest 
to his constituents, had a iong Interview with 


the President tö-day at which, It can be said 
without violating any confidence, the Sher - 
man repeal bill was discussed among other 
things. Before leaving for New York this 
afternoon Mr. Fitch said to the Post- 
Darren correspondent: 

It seems to methatthe gentlemen who 
are urging the President to call an extra ses- 
sion of Congress in July or August have 


hardly considered the whole situation. 


ought to be aware from the 

past utterances of the President 
that he is earnestly in favor 
ofan immediate and unconditional repeal 
ot the Sherman law as they can possibly be. 
He is, however, ina position to know much 
better than they possibly can the whole 
situation, and to estimate more accurately 
perhaps than anybody else the probabilities 
of success. He is sincere, patriotic and out - 
spoken in this matter and can de fully 
trusted by all ofthe friends of sound cur- 
rency. It he shall adhere to his deciaration 
‘they will be in session in the month of 
September Mr. Cleveland is in constant 
communication with the gentlemen whose 
votes will be necessary to carry 
out the wishes of our friends in the banking 
community, and any attempt to force his 
hand or to move his judgment from what he 
thinks to be best is Ul- advised. As one of the 
most earnest advocates of immediate repeal 
ofthe Sherman law, without any conditions 
whatever, Iam leaving the decision of the 
question as to when this should be attempted 
to Mr. Cleveland, willing to follow, as every 
loyal Democrat should, his leadership in this 
matter. 

Do you regard it as absolutely certain 
that a repeal bill, without conditions of any 
sort, wili pass the House when it meets?’’

QUEEN WILHELMINA’S SUCCESSOR. 


What the Grand Duchess of Saz Wer- 
mar’s Reign Will Keen to Poland, 


Written for the SUNDAY Pcst-DIsPaTcH. 

Little Queen Wilhelmina’s dangerous II- 
ness, which is described as galloping con- 
sumption, bids fair to render vacant at an 
early day the throne of the Netherlands. 
This is an eventuality which is viewed with 
most dismal forebodings by her subjects,and 
it may safely be asserted that there is no sov- 
ereign in Europe for whose preservation 
more ardent and earnest prayers are offered 
than for the little, sickly, 12-year-old girl. 

The reason for this is not so much affection 
as a regard for material interests. The Hol- 
landers know that the death of the Queen 
will be the death of their political indepen- 
dence and of theirécommercial prosperity. 
According to the terms of the constitution, 
Queen Wilhelmina will be succeeded by her 
father’s sister, the septuagenarian Grand 
Duchess of Saxe- Weimar. The Grand 
Duchess in question is the wife of the reign- 
ing Grand Duke of Saxe-Weimar, the brother- 
in-law of the late Emperor William, As 
such, the Grand Duke is Prussian to the core 
and regarded as one of the main pillars of 
the German Empire. Indeed, none of the 

tty sovereigns who form the federa- 
ion known as the German Empire pos- 
sesses a more commanding and predomi- 
nant influence on the national affairs of 
Gemany than does the Grand Duke of Saxe- 
Weimar. Inthe event of the Grand Duchess 
becoming the Queen Regnant of the Nether- 
lands her husband would inevitably become 
the King consort, and it naturally follows 
that Holland would become de facto, if not 
de jure, part and parcel of the North German 
Empire. At any rate, it would be brougnt 
within what 1s known as the sphere of Ber- 
lin influence, with all that expression im- 
plies froma military, a political and a com - 
mercial point of view. 

The eldest son of the Grand Duchess, 
Charles Augustus, who would succeed her in 
due course as King of the Netherlands, is a 
General of Cavalry in the Prussia army and 
has spent his entire life in the migftary serv- 
ice of Prussia. 

The Grand Duchess of Saxe-Weimar bears 
much personal resemblance to her brother, 
the late King of Holland, and betrays in her 
features the Russian blood that flows in her 
veins, her mother having been a daughter of 
Czar Paul. Her husband, the Grand ke, is 
one of the youngest looking men of his age in 
Europe. ‘the only brother of the late 
Empress Augusta of Germany, he is one of 
the few living links with Goethe, having al- 
most completed his Mth year when the great 
poet died at Weimar. It was to him that 
Goethe alluded in the ‘‘Maskensug,’’ com- 
—— in honor of the visit of the Dowager

The past week, though a quiet one in real 
estate circles as regards sales, was by no 
means unéventtul. There was a succession 
of intere events ‘which will great- 
ly influence the real estate market 
of the city: Ohief among them were the 
railroad movements for new right of way. 
The plan of the Frisco Raflroad to cross the 
Burlington’s new bridge and the surveys 
being made by the road through the county,an 
account of which was published in the Post- 
DisPaTCH columns during the week, is an 
among the real estate 
dealers, and there is much spec- 
ulation as to which’ of the two 
routes surveyed will finally be adopted. The 
scheme of the Midland Electric Railroad Cn, 
to extend their line to Creve Ceour is. being 
conducted as quietiy and secretly as 
at the beginning of the undertaking. 
The property they have secured for their 
right of way through the county is generally 
known, however. The projectors of the en- 
terprise, under the name of the Overland 
Realty Co., offered a large tract on their 
new line to the Washington University fora 
site for their new buildings It is not known 
whether the proposition will be accepted by 
the university. The university is in the 
market for a site, however, and if they can 
get one well situated free of charge it is 
probable they will — 

One of the largest sa 1 ot the season was 
closed yesterday by E. 8. Guignon & Bro. , 
assisted by Moffett 4 Franciscus. The 
property comprised in the deal was 
500 acres of the famous Bissell farm in 
St. Louis County, just north ofthecity. A. 
M. Bering was the grantor in the transaction 
and the Burlington Eigh Land Co. the pur- 
chasers. The consideration was $863,000. The 
Bissell tarm is located on the highlands 
north of the city and on the new line of the 
C., B. & Q. Railroad.

What the 
people of the city want arethe nights of the 
North, where darkness brings refreshing 
coolness, that produces a delicious quicken- 
ing both of soul and sense. 

These are the Minnesota nights—nights 
more lovely than any that ever inspired the 
warm imagination of the poets of the South- 
Jjand. Here at Minnetonka the Northern 
nights are loveliest—not the nights of the 
frozen North where darkness clothes 
the earth and air with a 
cold erystalline brilliancy, dut nights of 
the North where the June sunshine showers 
warm kisses during the dayand tired with 
her barbaric vigor creeps slowly to rest, riot- 
ingina wealth of splendid color over the 
land of many-tinted waters before crossing 
the horizon bar. There is nothing like it in 
the South, where the night follows fast on 
the sudden sunset and all the air and sky 
swoons with the heated exhalations of the 
parched earth. Not so here, where the 

swings a wider circle and

The 
tired eyes that day in and out have rested 
on nothing but artificial beauty will find rest 
and inspiration in beholding nature’s handi - 
work; the tired brain overtaxed with the 
strain of business care will find here food for 
contemplation that will gently force the re- 
laxation it needs; the tired body wasted by 
toil will here gain rest and recuperation.

The city, through its executive, Mayor 
Walbridge, and Harbor Commissioner Able, 
will doits share in the conduct of the sum- 
mer camp.

Atany rate there wasa fair sort of a demand for 
this class of wool, and probably a good deal more 
than was received — have been sold at eurrent 
prices, as this was about the only kind of wool that 
dealers were in themarket for right slong. There 
was a fair movement in Texas and Kansas wools, 
and some good-sized lots ported - sold, 
bnt these sales seemed to have been 
forcea, and the rice put down vyery 
low. The inability of either manufacturers, dealers 
oranybody else to get money for speculative pur- 
poses continues to be the most depressing factor in 
the wool market, and until monevis more easily 
available no material improvement is looked for in 
weol, although present prices are beginuing to look 
low and rather more attractive.

has there been such universal interest mani- 
tested in a case.

When 
urged for answer to the infamous charge of 
Hobart before the bloody tribunal 
of revolutionary France, Marie An- 
toinette, with deep emotion, said:

In an hum 
bier spirit Lizzie Borden was justiy entitled 
to say to her accusers: ‘‘The record of my 
life should excuse me from my ptcinn f aed

and.“ And why, pray, were these known 
and determinate characteristics thrown 
aside and ignored in the investigation of and 
reaching a conclusion in — case? Were the 
circumstances mr ge ge guilt of sucha 
Character to warrant it? 10 start with, the 
most important element in all crimes is to 
search for and discover the motive. A mo- 
tiveless crime is without the domain of 
rationality. It is on or beyond the borderland 
of insanity. And herein, where is 
the evidence of motive? This element is 
usually determined by the antecedent threats 
and menaces indicating the latent malice of 
heart. Under the most rigid examination of 
the home life of the Bordens there is nota 
solitary expression on the part of the accused 
that gives the least warrant or right to the 
charge of the existence in her of that malice 
indicative of a heart regardless of social duty 
and fatally bent on mischief. Can it be ex-

‘Please do not call her my mother, for she 18 
not,’’ is presented as the key to unlock and 
reveal in the inmost recesses of the heart 
that malice that fruits in parricidal 
murder. The fact is apparent that the rela- 
tions in the number of years they lived to- 
2 were more than ordinarily peaceful 
etween stepdaughter and stepmother.

In 
the first place, there was not anatom of 
proof that it was blood-stained.In the second 
place, the manner of its destruction negated 
absolutely any presumption of its being dn 
evidentiary fact. Again, the statement as to 
the reception of the note by Mrs. Borden—the 
natural presumption is that she received 
such note, that Lizzie, by reason of her still- 
ness thereafter, thought she had gone out, 
and the absence of that note affords evidence 
of the murder having been com- 
mitted Dy some. one other than a 
member of the family—most likely a person 
in some way connected with the delivery of 
the note. he fact that Bridget Sullivan 
never heard anyone come with a note is 
negative testimony and of little force. There 
are a few other facts that were presented, 
suspicious in theeyes ofthe suspicious, but 
not worthy of the designation of evidence. 
And what does all this amount to when close- 
ly examined and scrutinized and subjected 
to the rules of analysis and applied to law as 
governing in cases of this kind? Literally 
nothing. The conclusions are akin to that 
fantastic imagery of the brain, built upon 
the bosom of darkness—such stuff as dreams 
are made of. The murders were evi- 
dently perpetrated by someone secreted 
in the house after gaining admission the 
night before or that morning. The state- 
ment of Lizzie Borden about the note makes 
it likely that admission was gained that 
morning. Most likely robbery was the mo- 
tive, — — it may have been revenge. The 
first murder committed and the body se- 
creted, the varied movements of the accused 
and the servant girl, prevented the safe con- 
summation of plans of robbery and flight. 
Before these could be carried out Mr. Borden 
returned. Bridget Sullivan goes up stairs to 
rest and Lizzie Borden to her ironing. Here 
was the wished for opportunity to escape, 
and it required the murder of Mr. Borden to 
effect it. That sucha theory is improba- 
ble because no one saw the entrance or the 
exit of the murderer, is unreasonable. Any- 
one acquainted with the situation of the 
Borden mansion, any ode who has studied the 
movements of criminals under like circum- 
stances and conditions, knows how easily an 
exit could be effecied without attracting 
the attention of any one. When itis con- 
sidered that the two tragedies covered a 
space of near two hours, the ease of slipping 
from the house unseen is still more apparent.

But the query still remains: Should 
she have been dragged through it? And our 
answer is, No. Ouas.

wan Street in the Dark as to the Future of 


the Reading Property~Oordage Reor- . 
ganization Has a Depressing Influence 
—Effect of the New Policy of the 
Banks. \ 


New Tonk. June 24.—it may strike a good 
many readers of the financial articles in the 
daily papers as singular that so much atten- 
tion should be given to the operations of that 
class of speculators known as room traders, 
In view of the present protracted duliness in 
the stock market, however, the operations of | 
this class must be necessarily commented on, 
involving as they do such avery large per- 

centage of the total business. There have 
been times before when the total volume of 
business done in the Exchange was less than 
now, but itis doubtful whether the class of 
business emanating from comimission houses 
has ever been less. The somewhat larger 


volume of business reported daily from the 


Stock Exchange represents the work ofa 
dozen or at least a half dozen men whose 
operations are sufficient to produce such 
flactuations as now appear on the tape. 

The same story is heard everywhere in the 
street to-day. Houses whose weekly 
expense accounts runup into thousands of 
dollars find whole days go by when they fall 
to execute orders for as much as 100 shares of 
stock. Such periods of dullness are not al- 
together without précedent and, in fact, 
usually follow a panicand exist for some 
months before the next upward turn in the} 
market. This reflection may bring some 
comfort to the hearts ofthe brokers, from 
whom is heard now only a unanimous Wail 
oflamentation. The aperations of the pro- 
fessional clase are important by reason of the 
fact that through the audacity of their trad- 
ing their names have become household 
words in the street, and, having the prestige 
of winners, the reports of their doings often 
suffice to scare the ordinary operator out of 
his holdings. Ofcourse such selling, unless 
followed by that of a less professional nature, 
can amount to nothing in the end, for every 
share sold must be taken backagain. The 
strength of the traders Hes in the fact 
that by breaking the prices of stocks 
a point or two they reach stop 
orders and bring about general selling. 

At the same a review ofthe market, which 
has been a thoroughly professional one for 
the past week, shows how little has been 
accomplished by the operations on this class 
in spite of the fact that they have many out- 
side developments in their favor. In Sugar, 
Chesapeake & Ohio, General Electric, Louis- 
ville & Nashville, Manhattan, Missouri 
Pacific, Cordage, Reading and Lead alone 
have declines ofover one point deen re- 
corded. In several of these cases different 
circumstances have combined to depress the 
prices of these stocks quite apart from the 
operations of the bears.

New York, June 2.— The Post says finan- 
cially to-day: There was some natural irreg- 
ularity in to-Gay’s Umited movement of 
prices. Generally closing quotations were 
lower, while in a few stocks such as Lacka- 
wanna, Distilling certificates and Manhattan 
Elevated, the short interest was squeesed 
sufficiently to cause advances. Boston con-;

ground to-day and recommended’ such an 
issue. Naturally the result of this abrupt 
reversal of policy led to misgiving in the 
market and forthe sales of stocks for that 
account to-day the Boston bankers have 
themselves to, thank. These sales, though 
by no means heavy. had a particularily bad 
effect on Union Pacific stock, concerning 
which company board room rumors at once 
began to circulate. The stories were ap- 
rent!y concocted to hasten the decline and 
heir entire improbability was shown both in 
the firmness of prices for the company’s 
bonds and in the absurdly light transactions 
on which the stock’s decline took place.

Mrs. Smith of Virginia Retained 
Her Department Clerkship. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Southern 
women are celebrated for the demand they 
make on the services of men, but it is seldom 
that one carries her troubles to the White 
House and appeals to the chivalry of the 
President. 

Cleveland has become noted for withstand- 
ing the assaults of Senators, Representa- 


tives and politicians, and refusing to meddle 
in their behalf with the members of his 
official household. He is not a man of weak 
nerve or faltering backbone, Dat he went 
down like a lily of the valley before the sun 
Saturday, when brought face to face with 
Mrs. Fluellen Smitn. 

Mrs, Smith isa Virginian and has ali the 
quiet dignity which belongs to the Southern 
women of the old school. Even tnough com- 
pelled to work fora living for over fifteen 
years, she possessesthat hauteur, yet gen- 
tleness, which characterizes the historic 
emblems of the old South. 

Once hostess of a Southern manor, she be- 
came numbered among the impoverished at 
the close of the civil strife. She struggled on 
until she determined that the Government 
must provide for her inasmuch as it had 
been the cause of her financial dewnfall, 

She sought President Grant one day and in 
her quiet and courtly manner asked to be 
given a piace in one of the departments. She 
made her request in a way that precluded 
the possibility ofa denial, and was sent to 
the War Department with ‘a note to Secretary 
of War Belknap to make a place, if he didn’t 
have one, for Mrs. Smith. She has deen there 
ever since. During that time her eyes have 
grown weak and her hand faltering. 

Secretary Lamont found her almost inca. 
pacitated for her duties. In as quiet a way as 
possible he made it known that she had bet - 
ter resign and lead a retired life. Mrs. 
Smith, however, had no idea of giving up 
her post. 

Most of her contemporaries having gone, 
she decided to appeal to the President to in- 
terest himself in her behalf. Never doubting 
her right, as she had done under Grant, she 
called at the White House irrespective of 
hours. Of course, she met with the usual 
answer that the President could not see her.

Soon his last reception day 
Mrs. Smith went tothe White House again. 
She waited to be the last in line in order not 
to be hurried when her turn should come.
